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A ONE  BIT  SCRIP  NOTE  FROM  TEXAS 
By  Frank  Clark 

Nearly  all  of  the  scrip  issued  from  Texas  is  from  the 
the  Civil  War  era.  It  is  a class  of  currency  where 
all  but  a handful  of  the  notes  can  be  classified  as 
"very  rare" . Usually  the  issuing  authority  was  a 
county  or  a merchant.  The  book  that  covers  this  area 
of  paper  money  is  Texas  Obsolete  Notes  and  Scrip  by 
Bob  Medlar  and  was  published  by  the  Society  of  Paper 
Money  Collectors  in  1968. 

This  article  deals  with  a scrip  note  that  is  listed  in 
Medlar,  but  there  is  no  description  of  it.  The  note 
is  a twelve  and  one  half  cents  note  on  the  Rio  Grande 
Soldiers'  Fund  of  Brownsville,  Texas.  It  also  has 
the  denomination  expressed  as  "BIT"  in  two  places  on 
the  note  and  is  printed  in  blue  ink.  The  note  is  also 
uniface . 

The  obligation  clause  reads,  "Good  for  one  bit.  Redeem- 
able in  Confederate  Treasury  Notes  when  presented  in 
sums  of  Twenty  Dollars  or  upwards  at  H Millers  office, 

(H  Millers  is  handwritted  in,  other  locations  exist) 
Brownsville,  Texas.  Dated  April  21st,  1862.  It  also 
states  "$10,000  on  deposit"  and  has  a handwritten  serial 
number  of  "222"  plus  a signature  in  the  lower  right  hand 
corner . 

Besides  the  twelve  and  a half  cents  denomination,  this 
scrip  also  exists  in  these  denominations:  25  cents,  50 
cents,  $1  and  $2.  The  25  cents,  50  cents  and  $1  scrip 
notes  are  further  divided  into  two  types  for  each 
denomination  and  this  is  determined  whether  or  not  the 
note  has  "$10,000  on  deposit"  or  $10,000  deposited"  in 
the  upper  right  hand  corner  of  the  note. 

The  twelve  and  a half  cents  denomination  is  a very  rare 
denomination  for  Texas  scrip.  Twelve  and  a half  cents 
denominations  were  also  part  of  the  issue  for  the 
Exchequer  notes  for  the  Republic  of  Texas,  the  city  of 
Austin,  the  city  of  Houston,  the  city  of  San  Felipe  de 
Austin,  and  the  city  of  Washington. 

I was  unable  to  find  anything  on  the  Rio  Grande  Soldiers' 
Fund.  By  its  name  one  could  speculate  it  was  a local 
fund  to  help  pay  Confederate  soldiers  in  this  remote 
part  of  the  Confederacy  where  the  last  land  battle  of 
the  Civil  War  took  place  well  after  Lee's  surrender  at 
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the  Palmito  Ranch  near  Brownsville  on  May  13,  1865. 

Colonel  John  Salmon  (Rip)  Ford  commanded  the  victorious 
Confederate  forces.  However,  on  June  2,  1865  General 

E.  Kirby  Smith,  CSA,  surrendered  the  Trans-Mississippi 
Department  of  the  Confederacy  to  Union  forces  at 
Galveston . 

The  note  shown  is  well  circulated  with  a missing  upper 
right  hand  corner.  I'm  sure  this  is  a note  that  certain- 
ly would  have  a very  interesting  story  to  tell! 
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Leonidas  Polk,  The  Fighting  Bishop 
By  Frank  Clark 

One  of  my  favorite  Southern  States  currency  pieces  has  always  been  the 
March  10,  1863  state  of  Louisiana  $50  from  the  new  Confederate  capitol  of 
the  state, ( Shreveport.  The  central  vignette  is  of  Leonidas  Polk,  who  is 
known  as  "The  Fighting  Bishop"  or  "The  Rebel  Bishop"  depending  on  what  side 
of  the  Mason-Dixon  Line  you  are  on. 

Leonidas  was  born  on  April  10,  1806  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina  and  was 
a cousin  of  President  Dames  K.  Polk.  Leonidas'  parents  must  have  had  a 
foreshadowing  of  his  military  career,  having  named  their  son  after  the 
Spartan  king  Leonidas  I who  in  480  BC  won  immortal  glory  by  holding  the  50 
foot  pass  at  Thermopylae  with  300  Spartans  and  1100  allied  soldiers  for 
three  days  against  a vast  Persian  army  marching  to  conquer  the  Greek  city 
states.  All  of  the  Spartans  were  killed  and  only  a handful  of  the  allied 
soldiers  escaped  death.  For  the  Spartans,  their  deaths  defined  their 
1 i ves . 

Leonidas  Polk  was  educated  at  the  united  States  Military  Academy  and 
he  became  an  Episcopal  bishop  in  1831.  in  1838  he  was  consecrated  the 
missionary  bishop  of  the  Southwest  Indian  Territory,  Alabama,  Mississippi 
and  Louisiana.  In  1841  he  was  appointed  bishop  for  Louisiana.  He 
established  two  institutes  of  higher  learning  in  the  1850's,  Sewanee 
University  and  the  University  of  the  South. 

He  was  an  ardent  lover  of  the  South  and  after  the  outbreak  of  the 
Civil  war,  he  was  offered  a major-generalship  in  the  Confederate  Army. 

His  first  duties  were  to  fortify  strategic  points  along  the  Mississippi  in 
Tennessee.  Later  in  1862,  he  was  First  Corps  commander  at  the  battles  of 
Shiloh  and  Corinth.  In  October  1862,  he  was  promoted  to  lieutenant-general. 
He  then  conducted  a retreat  of  CSA  forces  from  Kentucky.  December  of  1863 
saw  him  promoted  to  the  Department  of  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  eastern 
Louisiana,  with  Union  forces  led  by  General  Sherman  massing  in  southeastern 
Tennessee  for  the  upcoming  campaign  for  Atlanta,  Polk  was  transferred  to 
the  command  of  General  Doseph  E.  Johnston.  This  would  be  Polk's  last 
command,  as  he  was  killed  by  a cannon  ball  while  reconnoi teri ng  on  Pine 
Mountain  on  June  14,  1864.  Thus  ended  the  career  of  a man  who  saw  much 
acti on . 

I wonder  what  "The  Fighting  Bishop"  thought  of  his  likeness  on 
Louisiana's  $50  note?  Obviously,  he  was  a very  complex  man. 
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1862  DALLAS  COUNTY  TREASURY  DRAFT 
By  Frank  Clark  #2104 

Pictured  is  a rare  Texas  County  Confederate  scrip 
that  was  issued  for  Dallas  County.  It  was  issued  by  the 
Treasurer  of  Dallas  County  on  March  3,  1862  and  was 
payable  to  the  bearer  on  demand  for  one  dollar,  it  was 
receivable  for  all  county  dues  or  was  payable  in 
Confederate  paper. 

The  note  is  uni  face  and  is  pen-signed  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  County  Court,  Geo.  W.  Davis,  and  it  is  also  pen-signed 
by  the  Chief  Justice  of  Dallas  County,  J.M.  Patterson. 

The  number  "1"  in  the  upper-right  corner  is  not 
the  serial  number  of  the  note,  but  represents  appropriation 
No.  1,  A,  for  clothing  volunteers  who  would  participate  in 
clothing  drives  for  the  Confederate  troops.  The  hand-written 
"204"  within  the  crude  rectangle  below  "no.  1"  may  be  the 
actual  serial  number.  This  feature  is  not  seen  in  the  note 
pictured  in  the  reference  books  on  this  subject.  Also, 
this  addenda  is  done  in  red. 

This  particular  note  has  the  lower-right  corner  missing 
and  is  torn  almost  completely  in  half,  but  has  been  taped 
back  together  somewhere  along  its  travails.  Certainly  not 
a note  for  the  grade  conscious  crowd,  but  a note  that  saw 
circulation  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Confederate  States  of 
America  surely  where  any  circulating  medium  was  scarce. 

This  well -ci rculated  note  certainly  could  tell  an  interesting 
story  of  its  life  during  the  Civil  war  and  beyond. 

The  scrip  was  probably  printed  by  a local  newspaper 
printer  and  the  paper  that  was  used  is  very  thin  and  has 
become  very  delicate  over  the  years. 

There  are  two  types  of  one  dollars  in  this  series,  the 
one  pictured  with  this  article  with  a March  3,  1862  date  and 
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is  titled  a "Dallas  County  Treasury  Draft"  and  the  other  type 
is  titled  a "Dallas  County  warrant".  The  picture  of  the  SI 
warrant  in  the  Bi eci uk/Corbi n book  is  very  poor  and  is  not 
shown  in  the  later  Medlar  book.  In  the  Bi eci uk/Corbi n book 
the  SI  warrant  is  said  to  have  July  and  August  1862  dates. 

For  all  varieties  the  year  "1862"  is  printed  with  the  month 
and  day  hand-written  in.  Two  and  three  dollar  denominations 
are  listed  in  both  books,  but  neither  denominations  are 
pictured  and  there  is  no  information  available  on  these 
denomi nations . 

Needless  to  say,  a rare  note  in  any  grade  and  in  my  case, 
a ragpicker's  delight!
